Rule 63 and an assignment in favor of BASF Corporation (BASF). However, on August 
8, 2005, a Federal Express employee telephoned Ms. Mass and informed her that Mr. 
Kampen did not reside at the Sarasota, Florida address and thus delivery of the 
package was not made. 
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Ms. Komoroski, a colleague of Ms. Mass, conducted an internet white pages 
telephone directory search and located a telephone number for a William H. Kampen at 
a Florida address different than Mr. Kampen's last known Sarasota, Florida address to 
which the application papers were sent. However, when Ms. Mass attempted to call the 
number which Ms. Komoroski had located during her intemet search, she received a 
recorded message from the telephone company that the number had been 
disconnected. Ms. Mass therefore could not send BASF confidential information to the 
William H. Kampen listed in the internet telephone directory since she could not verify 
he was the same individual as the William H. Kampen listed as a joint inventor of the 
subject application.

As such, granting of this Petition is believed to be in order and such 
favorable action is solicited.
